WASHINGTON (AP) - Con­ 
gress is responding like a giant 
computer to President 
John­ 
son's 
touch, 
rolling

course of American lift. 
Rv the time it adjourns for the 
year, probably in September, 
the 
administration-controlled 
Congress will have produced an 
astounding compilation of meas­ 
ures aimed at bolstering the 
economy and lifting the poor 
and oppressed to higher social 
and economic levels. 
While this was going on. the 
President succeeded in smoth­ 
ering all but a recalcitrant few 
voices of opposition among the 
legislators to his course in Viet 
Nam. His judgment that there is 
no substantial dissent to the pol­ 
icies he is pursuing is generally 
accepted as accurate. 


21 Months 


In his 21 months as President, 
Johnson has gone far beyond 
the New Deal of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, the predecessor he 
reveres, to push the federal gov­ 
ernment into areas FDR never 
dared invade. 
Now his task, as the President 
•ees it, is to turn from the field 
of what Richard Goodwin, a 
presidential aide, called “ ma­ 
terial want” toward the im­ 
provement of “ the quality of 
human life.” 
Rea u tifl ration 
Translated, this means high­ 
way beautification, rebuilding of 
the nation s slum-ararred cities. 


elimination of water and air 
pollution, and expansion of rec­ 
reation facilities. 


Perhaps Congress will not bp 
so docile in the future, but for 
practical purposes Johnson has 
got just about everything he 
asked for out of a body in which 
the Democrats outnumber the 
Republicans. 
Major examples of his accom­ 
plishments Include the Negro 
voting rights bill, health care 
for the elderly, aid to secondary 
education, 
a 
17 billion housing 
program, 
establishment 
of a 
housing and urban affairs de­ 
partment. a 14 8-billion excise 
tax cut. mental health grants, 
military pay increases and a 
proposed constitutional amend­ 
ment on presidential disability. 
Foreign Atd 
Also Congress has given John­ 
son most of what he asked for 
foreign aid. 
In the mill are measures for 
aid to higher education, aboli­ 
tion of the immigration quota 
system, repeal of the Taft-Hart- 
ley right to w’ork provision, dou­ 
bling of the antipoverty pro­ 
gram. expansion of minimum 
wage coverage and a new pro­ 
gram of farm price supports 
To accomplish these results. 
Johnson has done about every­ 
thing but walk on water. He has 
pleaded, cajoled, flattered and 
persuadpd with round the-clock 
persistence 
probably 
never 
equalis'd 
in 
Whitt 
House-Con- 
gress relations. 
On occasion he has twisted a 
reluctant arm and has knocked 
a few heads together. He has 
rewarded his friends and, in 
most instances, has placated his 
critics. 
Recaus# he was a member of 
the inner circle in th# House 
and Senate for many years, ■ 
Johnson reads the lawmakers 
as though he were checking 
their diaries. He knows the im- 


bitions, the strength and weak­ 
nesses of the men with whom he 
deals. 
Talks the Language 
He not only talks the language 
of Congress, he enjoys it. It was 
his way of life for about 28 
years and for him it was the 
good life. 


Beyond that. Johnson knows 
that ihe craving for presidential 
recognition is universal. He gives 
of it liberally, by passing out 
pens at bill signings, posing for 
photos with Senate and House 
members, calling up members 
on their birthdays inviting them 
to the White House and paying 
little informal rails on them 
that will he duly recorded in the 
press. 


Treats All Alike 
All of this might not have 
been enough, however, if John­ 
son had not suppressed his natu­ 
ral partisanship most of the 
time to build consensus support 
in Congress. With some excep­ 
tions he has been as kind to Re­ 
publicans as to Democrats. Only 
last week, the President turned 


aside with soft words an assault 
by House Republicans on the 
administration s Viet Nam war 
policies. 
All this has paid off. He might 
never have been able to get a 
voting rights bill passed, for 
example, if he had not given 
Senate Republican Leader Ev­ 
erett M. Dirksen of Illinois a 
virtually free hand in 
ham­ 
mering out its terms. 
But a congressional election 
year lies ahead in 1988. Things 
may turn a bit more partisan 
then and there may be a few 
political weeds among the presi­ 
dential roses.

Today ’s satellite leaders are larg ely the step 
children of Nikita Khrushchev . His smile was likes 
a Tex as ri\pr. a mile wide and an inch deep, the* 
roly -poly Russian was personally popular with moslj 
* of them. At least. Khrushchev was their patron • 


* The present Kremlin pair are not. 
When the satellite chiefs called on Moscow for* 
an ex planation of Khrushchev ’s dismissal, this was 
widely interpreted in our country as a crack in Ihe satellite ties. 
This projection ig nores the political reality . These worrit'd men had 
' their own future in mind more than any thing else. In short, they 
faced the historic problem of the stoog e when the boss g ets the 
boot. For the only crown that rests uneasier than the king 's is the 
crown of the stoog e. 
Viet Nam presents them with a g olden — an absolutely costless 
— opportunity . “ Solidarity ” is the prized word throug hout the Red 
world. Their Viet Nam uproar doesn’t solv e their Moscow status, 
but nothing could come in more handy than this show of “ soli­ 
darity .” 
There are about three million radios and 750,000 TV sets in 
Hung ary . All Ware the same theme. The party newspaper is Neps- 
zabadsag . It repeats and repeats the g ov ernment’s official declara­ 
tion: “ We are one with our Vietnamese brothers. The Hung arian 
People’s Republic also unmasks and condemns the American Im­ 
perialists’ Indonesian machinations and other criminal attempts to 
subjug ate people fig hting for their independence.” Yacketv , v ackety . 
y ackety , y ak — and all in the name of “ world opinion,” which is 
nev er defined. Chief J anos Kadar is g iv tng a few hundred pounds 
of medicine« to Hanoi. You’d think he is sending a shipload. 
Moreov er. It mig ht help us if we realize a simple fundamental: 
Totalitarians know that talk is cheap (and can be powerful) and 
they accomplish much with v ery little money . They also nev er 
underestimate the importance of small numbers. They know that 
merely nrg aokring street g ang s can often pay off handsomely . 
On the v ery ’ day that pictures of our lx » s Ang eles trag edy hit 
the front pag es here. African “ students” shouted and paraded in 
front of the Gellert Hotel, which houses most American v isitors. 
And the papers are still printing pictures of our g hastly Titan-3 
iaunching -pit ex plosion as “ retribution for Yankee ag g ressions.” 
A J apanese firm has boug ht a metal-cutter patent from the 
NIKEX Foreig n Trade Enterprise bureau. You would think the 
technolog y of the entire free world depended on Hung arian or Sov iet 
dev elopments. The g ov ernment’s Red Star tractor factory g ets the 
same treatment. 
A y oung school teacher told me many shortag es arise because 
Budapest officials are carry ing so much of the underdev eloped world 
on their shoulders. The TESCO baux ite mining bureau has 12 work­ 
ers in all Africa, and that's about the g eneral weig ht of it. 
Washing ton’s National Ballet Society Director Frederic Franklin 
has inv ited y oung dancer Iv an Nag y to perform. Hung arian com­ 
poser Zoltá n Kodak's home town Is Kecskemet. The New York 
Times published an article and his photog raph. Thus the United 
States depends larg ely on the Hung arian People’s Republic for its 
culture. 
Nothing is ton small to miss In conditioning the public mind, 
and it is the Big Lie’s sheer saturation that we at home find hard 
to imag ine. Skeptics do abound, and millions are hitter. But the 
y oung people are seized early and the only world they know is the 
world that is told. told. told. 
The g ov ernment ev erlasting ly states Its own case. Who is there 
to contradict It? As with most thing s, learning the human trag edy 
that comes from no debate is a lesson learned mig hty easily when 
y ou see it first-hand. Millions of Hung arians do not eten know 
(officially denied) there are still 6 0.000 Russian troops in Hung ary , 
which is the subject of the nex t article.
